EXCERPTS FROM THE REV. JAMES L. MYERS' 
ARTICLE ON REV. BENJAMIN F. CHAVIS, JR. 

"In response to the plea from besieged residents of the Alabama Black 
Belt, the Commission for Racial Justice, of the UCC, sponsored a busload of 
Freedom Riders from New York City to Alabama on Friday, Feb. 28, 1986, as 
part of the 'Freedom Riders 1986' Campaign. Stops to pick up Freedom Riders 
were made in Washington, D.C., Richmond, VA, Raleigh, NC, and Atlanta, GA. 

"According to the Rev. Benjamin F. Chavis, Jr., Executive Director of the 
UCC Commission for Racial Justice, The Freedom Riders 1986' Campaign was 
launched to lift the veil of fear and intimidation now being imposed on the 
Western Alabama Black Belt. In 1984 and 1985, hundreds of Black residents 
were interrogated who had voted absentee ballots, in an attempt to prove alleged 
voter fraud. Many of those questioned were elderly, and only Black absentee 
ballots were investigated. 

"On their return trip to New York, the Rev. Chavis and the Freedom Riders 
stopped in Birmingham, AL, on Sunday morning, March 2, 1986, and worshipped 
at First Congregational Church, at which the Rev. James L. Myers is pastor. 

"We wish for Rev. Chavis God's continual blessings and a successful 
career in this most important office, Executive Director of the Commission for 
Racial Justice, United Church of Christ."

JUST PEACE OFFERING, UNITED CHURCH OF CHRIST 

The 15th General Synod of the United Church of Christ not only went on 
record declaring the UCC a Just Peace church, but established the all-church 
Just Peace Offering for 1986 and 1987. Most congregations will gather the Just 
Peace Offering on Pentecost Sunday, May 18. 

In order to dramatize the point that peacemaking is everyone's possibility, 
the General Synod provided a unique formula for sharing the proceeds from this 
offering. One fourth of the gifts to the all-church Just Peace Offering may be 
retained by the congregations. Another one-fourth may be used by the 
conferences in their peace-making ministries. National agencies of the UCC 
share the other one-half of the offering. 



Cost of promotional materials is deducted, and the remaining resources 
support the Peace Advocacy Network, peace advocacy in the Congress of the 
U.S., the development of new resources for peace education in our churches.
